Jn S e n a t e , M a r c h 1 8 , 1 8 3 0 .— T h e follow ing pream ble 
and resolution, siibiniUed by him self on the 17ih , 
having been read : 
W h ereas, on the 26th day o f D ecem b er, in the year 
1833, the follow ing resolve w as m oved in tlie Senate : 
“ R e s o l v e d , T h a t, by dism issing the late Secretary 
o f the Treasury because he w ould not, contrary to his 
ow n sense o f duty, rem ove th e m oney o f the United 
States in deposite with tlio Bank o f the U uited States 
and its branches, in conform ity with the P resident’s 
opinion, and by appointing his successor to effect such 
rem oval, which has been dune, the P resident has as­ 
sum ed the exercise o f a pow er over the Treasury o f 
the United S tates, not granted him byjthe Constitution 
and la w s, and dangerous to the liberties o f the p eo p le.” 
W h ich proposed resolve w as altered and changed by 
Uie m over thereof, on tho 28th day o f M arch, in the 
^ar 1 8 3 4 , so as to read as fo llow s: 
/ I 
R e s o l v e d , T hat in taking upon h im self the respon- 
/ 
ibility o f rem oving the deposite o f the public m oney 
.rom the Bank o f the United S tates, the President o f the 
United States has assum ed the exercise o f a pow er over 
the Treasury of the U. S ates, not granted to him by the 
Constitution and la w s, and dangerous to the liberties o f 
the people :*• 
\V h ich resolve so changed and modified by the m over 
thereof on the sam e day and year last m entioned, w as 
further altered so as to read in these w ords : 
” R e s o l v e d , T h at the President in the late E xecu ­ 
tive proceedings in relation to tho revenue, 
has as­ 
sumed upon h im self authority and pow er not confer­ 
red by the C onstitution and law s, but in derogation o f 
both 
In w hich last m entioned form the said resolve, on 
the sam e day and year last m entioned, w as adopted 
b y the S enate, and 
becam e the act and judgm ent o f 
that body ; and, as su ch , now rem ains upon the journal 
th e reo f: 
And w hereas tho said resolve w as irregularly, ille­ 
gally and anconstilutionally adopted by the S en ate, 
violation o f the rights o f defence w hich belong to every 
citizen , and in subversion o f the fundarao«»*;^' principles 
o f law and justice ; b e c a v z z President Jackson w as 
thereby adjudged ^ncij pronounced to be guilty o f an 
im peachable offence, and a stigm a placed upon him as 
a violator o f his oath o f office, and o f the law s and con - 
sitution w hich he has sw orn to preserve, protect, and 
defend, w i t h o u t going through the form s o f an im ­ 
peachm ent, and without allow ing to him the benefits o f 
u trial, or the m eans o f d efence : 
And w hereas the said resolve, in all its various shapes 
and form s, w as unfounded and erroneous in point o f 
fact, and, therefore, unjust and unrighteous, as w ell as 
irreguair and unconstitutional; beca us e the said P resi­ 
dent Jackson, neither in the act o f dism issing Mr D uane, 
nor in the appointm ent o f Mr T a n ey , as specified in the 
first form o f the resolve, nor in taking upon liim self the 
responsibility o f rem oving the d ep osiies, as specified in 
the second form o f the sam e resolve, nor in any act 
w hich w as then, or can n o w , be specified under the 
vague and am biguous term s o f the general denunciation 
contained in the third and last form o f tho resolve, did 
do or cuinm it buy act in violation or in derogation o f 
the law s and constitution, oi dangerous to the liberties 
o f the people : 
And w hereas the said resolve, as adopted, w as un­ 
certain and am biguous, containing nothing but a loose 
and floating charge for derogating from tho law s and 
constitution, and assum ing ungrunted pow er and au- 
tliurity in the late E xecutive proceedings in relation to 
the public revenue, w i t h o u t specifying w hat part of the 
E xecutive proceedings, or w hat part o f the public rev e­ 
n u e, w as intended to be referred to, or w hat parts o f 
the law s and constitution w ere supposed to have been 
infringed, or in w liat part]of the U nion, or at what period 
o f his adm inislration, these late proceedings w ere sup­ 
posed to have taken p la c e : 
T h e r e b y putting eacli 
Senator at liberty to vote in favor o f the resolve upon 
a separate anti secret reason o f liis o w n , and leavin»» 
tho ground o f the S en a te’s judgm ent to bo guessed n't 
by the public, ana to be difi’erenlly and diversely in 
terpreted by individual Senators according to the pri­ 
vate and particular understanding o f each ; C o n t r a r y 
to all the ends o f justice, and to all the form s o f legal 
and judicial proceeding— to the great prejudice o f the 
accused, w ho could hot know against w hat to defend 
h im self; and to the loss o f Senatorial responsibility, 
by shielding Senators from public accountability, Ibr 
m aking up a judgm ent upon grounds w hich the public 
— annot k n ow , mid w h ich , if know n, m ight prove to be 
insufficient in la w , or unfounded in fact : 
A nd w hereas the specifications contained in the first 
and second forms o f the resolve, having been objected ' 
to in debate, and sh ow n to be insufficient to sustain the 
charges they w ere adduced to support, and it being 
w ell believed that no m ajority could be obtained to 
vote for the said specifications ; and the sam e having 
been actually w ithdraw n by the m over in the face ot

•And w hereas the tem perate, respectful, and argu­ 
m entative defeiieo and protest o f tho President against

on its journal, or printed am ong its docum eiifs, w hile ' re q u i r e s e c r e c y . ” , 
'riiis injunction to publiHti, Adlows 
all m em orials, petitions, resolves, and rem onstrances' im m edi.ittly nfttir the injunction to k eep ; it is part of 
against the P resident, how ever violent or unfounded, I tlio sam e senten ce, and can only apply to tho makers of 
and calculated to inflam e the peop le again.st him , w ere 
the journal. 
'rin;y are to keep n journal, and to publi.sh 
duly and honorably received , encom iastically com iiioiit- 
ed upon in sp eech es, read at the table, ordered to bo 
printed w ith the long list o f nam es attached, refened 
to the F inance C om m ittee for consideration, filed aw ay 
am ong tho public urchive.s, niid now constitute a {lart 
o f the public docum ents of the i^eriate*, to bo handed 
dow n to the latest posterity : 
And w liereas the said resolve w as introduced, deba­ 
ted , and adopted at a tim e, and under circum stances 
w hich had the eftect o f co operating with the Bank o f 
the United S tates in the parricidal attem pt w hich that 
institution w as then m aking to produce a panic and 
pressure in the country— to destroy the confidence o f the 
people in President Jack son — to paralize his adrniuis- 
tiation — to govern the election s— to bankrupt the State 
B anks— ruin their currency— fill the w hole U nion with 
terror and d istress,— and thereby to extort from the 
sufferings and alarm s o f tho people the restoration o f 
the deposites and the renew al o f its charter : 
And w hereas the said resolve is o f evil exam ple and 
dangerous precedent, and should never have been re­ 
ceived , debated, or adopted fiy the S en ate, or adinitted 
to entry upon its jo u rn a l: w h e r e f o r e . 
R e s o l v e d , T h at the .said resolve be expunged from 
the jo u rn a l: and for that purpose, that the Secretary o f 
the Sen ate, at such tim e as the Senate m ay appoint, 
shall bring the m anuscript journal o f the session 1 8 3 3 -4 , 
into the S en ate, and, in presence o f tho S en ate, draw 
black lines round the said resolve, and w rite across the 
face thereof, in strong letters, the follow ing Word.s : 
“ E x p u n g e d b it o r d e r o f t h e S e n a t e , t h i s — 
— D A T O F 
IN THE YEAR OF OUR L o R D , 1 8 3 6 .” 
T h e pream ble and resolution having been read, .Mr 
B E N l'O N rose and said— 
Rlr P resid en t: I com ply w ith m y prom ise, and I 
presum e w ith the general e.xpectation o f the S en ate and 
o f the P eo p le, in bringing forw ard, at the first day that 
the S en ate is full, and every S tate com p letely represent­ 
ed , m y long intended m otion to expunge from the journ­ 
al o f the S en ate, tho sentence o f condem nation, which 
w as pronounced against P resident Jackson at the session 
o f 1 8 3 3 , *34. 
I have given to iny m otion a m ore ex­ 
tended basi.s, and a m ore detailed and com prehensive 
form , than it w ore at its first introduction ; and 1 have 
done so for tw o rea.jon3 ; f i r s t , that all tho proceedings 
against President Jack son , m ight be set out together, 
and exhibited to the public at one view ; s e c o n d l y , that 
our ow n reasons for im punging that act o f the Senate 
should also be set out, and "fully subm itted to the ex ­ 
am ination and scrutiny c f the people. 
T h e first is due 
to the S en ate, and all its proceedings in this novel and 
m om entous case sh'^jid ba fully k n ow n ; the second is 
due to the in^ipugners o f their con d u ct, that it m ay be 
n ow , and in all tim e to com e, that law and justice, 
and not the factious im pulsions o f party spirit, have 
governed our conduct. 
It has been seen by the reading o f m y resolution, 
that 1 have reinstated and adhere to the word expunge. 
A t tho last session o f the S en ate, I gave w ay to the 
intreaties o f friends, and surrendered that w ord ; but 
I had no sooner m ade the surrender than 1 had reason 
to repent o f m y com plaisance, and to revoke m y con ­ 
cession . 
I repented and revoked in the face o f the 
S en ate. 
I have since exam ined 
and considered the 
objection with all the care w iiich w as due to tho gravity 
o f th e subject, and with all the deference w hich w as 
duo to the dissent o f friends ; and upon this full and 
renew ed consideration, I 
rem ain firmly convinced o f 
the propriety o f the phrase, and o f the justice o f the 
rem edy w hich it im plies ; and being so con vin ced , it 
becom es m y duty to present it over again to the S en ­ 
ate, and to subm it the decision to their judgm ent. 
It is also seen that the resolution prescribes a m ode 
o f expunging w h ich avoids a total obliteration o f the 
journal. 
1 have «greed to this inode o f executing the 
resolution, not from the least doubt o f the S en ate’s 
right to blot out the «'hole obnoxious en try ,— for it 
is a part o f m y present purpose to iiiaintuin and to 
vindicate that r ig h t! nor from com plaisance m erely to 
m y friends,— for som e o f those w h o objected to the 
expunging process at the last session are ready now 
to sustain it in its w hole extent ; but 1 have agreed 
to it because, w h ile it relieves the scruples o f som e, 
it pronounces, in the opinion o f others, a m ore em ­ 
phatic condem nation than m ere obliteration w ould im ­ 
ply ; and because it will enable gentlem en in the op ­ 
position to em erge from their prelim inary defen ces be­ 
hind tho screen o f the constitution, and to com e into 
action in the open field, upon the m erits o f the w hole 
question ; and thus m eat m y m otion upon the broad 
grouruls o f the injustice, the illegality, the irregularity, 
the unconstitutionality, the error o f fact, and the w hole 
gross w rong, o f that proceeding against the President 
w hich it is m y purpose to expose and to correct. 
T h o objection to this word exp u n ge, is founded upon 
that clause in th e constitution which directs each H ouse 
o f Congre.s9 “ to k e e p a j o u r n a l o f its p r o c e e d i n g s . ” 
'Phe word ke ep is the pregnant point o f the objection. 
G en tlem en take a positiop in the rear o f that word ; 
and out o f the num erous and diverse m eanings attribute J 
to it by lexicographers, and exem plified by daily usage, 
they select on e, and shutting their ey es upon all other 
m eanings, they rest the w hole strength o f the objection 
upon the propriety o f that single selection. 
T h ey take 
the word in the sen se o f p r e s e r v e ; and adhering to 
that sen se, they assum e that the S en ate is conshtutioii- 
ully com m anded to preserve its journals, and that no 
part o f them can bo defaced or altered 
without disre­ 
garding the authority oI that injunction. 
I am free to 
admit that, to p r e s e r v e , is one o f the m eanings o f the 
verb, to ke ep ; but 1 must be perm itted to alfinn that 
it is one m eaning only out o f three or four dozen m ean­ 
ings w liich belong

tribunal for the trial o f the President w hen charged by 
the H ou se of R epresentatives w ith o.Tences against the 
law s and the constitution, the adoption o i the said re­ 
solve before any im peachm ent w as preferred by the 
H ouse, w as a breacli o f tho privileges o f the H ouse, 
u violation oi the constitution, a subversion o f justice, 
a prejudication o f a question w hich might legally com e 
before the S en ate, and a disqualification o f that body to 
perform its constitutional duty with fairness and i:n- 


signification entirely foreign, and even contradictory to 
the idea o f prtserving. 
.A few exam ples will suffice to 
illustrate the position, and to bring m any other instances 
to the recollection o f Senators. 
T h u s : to k eep up, is 
to maintain ; to keep under, is to oppress ; to keeji 
h ou se, is to cat and sleep at hom e ; to keep the door, 
is to let people in and out ; to k eep com p any, is to 
frequent one ; to keep a m ill, is to grind grain ; to 
keep store, is to sell goods ; to keep a public h ou se, is 
to sell entertainm ent ; to keep bar, is to sell liquors ; 
to k eep a diary, is to write a daily history o f w hat you 
do ; and to k eep a journal is the sam e thing. 
It is to 
m ake a journal ; and the phraso has the sam e m eaning 
in the constitution that it has in com m on parlance. 
W hen w e direct a person in our em ploym ent to keep a 


the sam e. 
W hich sam e > th e n ew on e m ade by iheiri- 
selves, or tho old one in.ido by their predecessors ■* 
Certainly they are to puhlish their o w n , which they 
are d lily m aking, and not tlio one w h ich w jis liotli 
m ade and puhli.shed by a form er C ongress ; aii3 in this 
.sense h.is the injuni'tion been understood and ntled up­ 
on by the tw o H ouses from the dato o f tinir exist­ 
ence. 


Again : if thi.s injunction is to be interpreted to signify 
preserve, and w e are to lie sunk to tho coiidition o f 
inero keepers o f tho old journals, w here i.s the injunc­ 
tion for m aking n ew ones ? 
W hoco is the inji.nction 
under w hich our Secretary is now acting in vvriting 
dow’ii a history o f your proceedings on this m y [ireseiit 
m otion? 
'riiere i.s Rotliing else in the constitution up 
on the subject. 
'J'liere is no other clause directing a 
journal to he m ade ; and if this irderpretntion is to pre­ 
vail, then the absurdity prevails o f having an injunction 
to save what there is no injunction to create !—the ab ­ 
surdity o f having each su ccessive C ongress, bJund to 
preserve the journals o f its p redecessors, whila neither 
its predecessors, nor itself, is required to inuke any 
journal whatever. 


A gain : ii the H ouses are to be the preservers, and 
not the m akers o f journals, then a m ost inadetjuflt»; k eep ­ 
er IS provided ; for, during on e h a lf the tim e tlie tw o 
H ouses are not in session, the keepers are not in e x ­ 
isten ce, for the Secretary is not the H ou se, and during 
all that m oiety ol tim e there can ho no keeper o f this 
thing w hich is to be kept all the tim e. 
A gain : if to keep the journal is te save old on es, and 
not to arnke new on es, then the constitutional injunction 
could have had no application to the first session o f tlio 
fir^ C ongress ; for the tw o H ou ses, during that session, 
had no pre-existing journal in their possession, w h ereof 
to becom e the constitutional keepers. 
1 here are but tw o injunctions in the constitution on 
the subject o f tho journal ; one to m ake it, the other to

hoih are found in the sam e clause. 
1 here is no specific com m and to preserve it ; there is 
no keeper provided to stand guard over it. 
T h e H ouse 
is not the keeper, and never has been, and never can 
be. 
1 he Secretary and the clerk are the keepers, and 
they are not the Hou.ses. 
T h e only preset, utiun pro- I 
vided for is their custody and the publication ; and that 
is the m ost effectual, and in fact, tho only safe pre­ 
server. 
W liat is published is preserved, though no one 
is uppoialed to keep it ; 
w hat is not published is 
often lost, though com m itted to the custody o f special 
guardians. 


1 have exam ined this word upon its literal m eanings 
as a verbal critic w ould do it ; but I am bound to ex­ 
am ine it practically, as a statesm an should see it, and 
as the framers o f the constitution used it. 
T h o se w ise 
m en did not invent phrases, but adopted them , and used 
them in the sense know n and accepted by the com m u­ 
nity : law term s, as understood in the courts ; tech­ 
nical, as know n in sc ie n c e ; parliam entary, as know n 
in legislation ; and familiar phrases, as used by the 
people, 
Strong exam ples o f this occur tw ice m ore in 
tlie very clause w hich w e have been exam ining. 
T h ere 
IS the word house : " e a c h H o u s e sh a l l k e e p , ” &c. 
H ere the word house is used in the parliam entary 
sen se, and m eans, not stone and m ortar, but people, 
and not people gen erally, but the representatives o f the 
p eop le, and these representatives organized for action. 
V et, with a dictionary in hand, this word H ouse might 
be show n to be the habitation, and not the inhabitants ; 
and the w alls and root o f this capitol m ight be ptoved 
to have received the injunction o f the constitution to 
keep u journal. 
A g a in : the H ou se is directed to p u b - 
lish the journal, and under that injunction the journal 
is printed ■

Its contents in any m anner whatever. 
T h e reading o f 
the journal at the S ecretary’s table every m orning,“the 
leaving it open in his office for tho inspection o f the 
public, is a publication in law ; and this legal publication 
would com ply w ith the letter o f the constitution. But 
the com m on sense men who framed the constitution 
used the word in its popular sen se, as synoiiyiiious 
w itli printing ; and in that sense it has been understood 
and executed by C ongress.

T h e business o f rectifying nus- 
t.dveii or erroneous entries in tho journals, is as old us 
the journals thenistdves. 
'Phe rectilicalion is m ade by 
a com n iittee appoinled to inquire into the fiicl.s, and to 
report tliein to llio H o u se ; and there is no lunilatioii 
ot tim e upon the.se inrjuirios. 
Instaiice.s occur in which 
the erroneous entry has been corrected four year* after 
the m istake hud occurred. 
T h e cxpunctioii or expurga­ 
tion o f the journal, and that by total obliteration ot'any 
im proper m atter put into it, is ns curly at 
least in
